DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 24-26, 28-31 , 33, 41-43, 45-48, 50 and 73-76 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 24-26, 28-31 , 33, 41-43, 45-48, 50 and 73-76 are allowable because the 
prior art of record neither anticipated nor rendered obvious that a display device 
comprises relationships of various elements as claimed with specific features recited in 
the claims 24, 29, 41 and 46 : 

a conductive layer comprising a same material as the second conductive lines 
(data lines) or a same material as the scanning lines (gate lines) and interposed 
between the portion of the sealing member and the first (lower) substrate, and a black 
matrix at least partly overlapped with the conductive layer; and the conductive layer 
continuously extends along the side edge of the first (lower) substrate for more than a 
pitch of adjacent ones of the second conductive lines (data lines) as shown in Figs.1 
and 7; and the conductive layer continuously extends along the side edge of the first 
(lower) substrate for more than a pitch of adjacent ones of the scanning lines as shown 
in Figs.1 and 7; and the conductive layer is electrically isolated from both of the 
scanning lines and the signal lines .
